known to ancients, Aristotle referring 
to them In his "Politics," aud then, us 
now, it. was found necessary to hold 
them in check by legislation. The mo- 
nopolist was in Roman law called a 
dardanarius aud punished under the 
Lex Julia do Annona. 
Monopolies of 


clothing, fish and all articles of food 
were prohibited by the Emperor Zeuo 
under pain of confiscation and exile, so 
that It Is certain that the rings of 
the ancient days were as mischievous 
as they are now. At Athens a law lim- 
ited the amount of corn a man might 
buy. The earliest recorded Instance we 
have was a corn ring. 


There Is an ancient tradition that the 


king who made Joseph his prime min- 
ister and committed into his hands the 
entire administration of Egypt was 
Apepi. Apepl was one of the shepherd 
kings and ruled over the whole of 
Egypt as Joseph's pharaoh seems to 
have done. The prime minister during 
seven years of 
remarkable 
plenty 


bought up every bushel of corn beyond 
the absolute needs of the Egyptians 
and stored It, During the terrible fam- 
ine that followed he was able to get 
his own price aud bartered corn suc- 
cessively for the Egyptian money, cat- 
tle and land and, taking one-fifth for 
pharaoh, made him supremely wealthy. 
It was not merely a provident act, but 
a very politic one, his policy being to 
centralize power in the 
monarch's 


hands.—I,ondon Answers.

LAMP CLOCKS. 


They Were Quite Common In the Sev- 


enteenth Century. 


Of the various examples (hnt have 


been given of early specimens of the 
clockmnlier's art not the least Interest- 
Ing are the several types of lamp 
clocks. 
One of these was of a kind 


quite common in the seventeenth cen- 
tury and consisted of a lamp burner 
placed at the base of a glass oil recep- 
tacle mounted vertically on a suitable 
standard. 
The oil reservoir had at- 


tached to It a scale facing the burner 
and showing the hours, beginning at 4 
o'clock In the afternoon, at which time 
the lamp was to l>e lighted in winter, 
find ending at 7 o'clock In the morning. 
The Ifiinp being light'ed, the gradually 
descending level of the oil as combus- 
tion proceeded marked the hours. 


The other device, of later origin, dat- 


ing back to the beginning of the last 
century, utilized the same principle. It 
consisted of two communicating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial. 
In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lump to illuminate this dial, and 
In the other was suspr-ndcd a float 
from a cord which passed around a 
email pulley. The latter was mounted 
on a horizontal axis ending in the cen- 
ter of the dial. The float of course de- 
scended as the oil was consumed and 
carried the index hand along with it, 
thus marking the hours precisely ns 
in the case already cited.—Pearson's 
Weekly.

He talked only in the presence of this 
singular official, who warned him when 
he spoke too loudly or forced his volet;, 
and if the empe-or, carried away by 
some sudden fit of passion, did not lis- 
ten to his remonstrances it was his 
duty to stop his mouth w i t h a napkin.
